Planting Shrubs. 


Spring is the favorite season for 
shrub planting. Not th at most shrubs 
cannot be transplanted a t almost any 
season of the year, but we all feel 
more interested 
in 
outdoor 
things 
when the robins first come back. 
Shrubbery about the house is a con­ 
stan t joy to all who behold it. Break­ 
ing up harsh lines and poining to­ 
gether the more antagonistic features, 
It gives a finish and an air of per­ 
manency to any place. 
In choosing varieties for special 
uses, particular attention should be 
given to the form, color and charac­ 
te r of blossoms, and foliage, together 
with blooming period and general ap­ 
pearance of the shrub. Tall, straggling 
shrubs, like some of the lilacs and 
azaleas, 
give 
better 
effects 
when 
placed a t a distance, and either mass­ 
ed or planted against buildings, fences, 
etc. 
More symmetrical 
shrubs and 
the sm aller varieties can be planted 
singly or grouped in beds in the fore­ 
ground. 
For planting about porches, noth­ 
ing is more handsome or more grace­ 
ful than bridal wreath. 
It can well 


with any of the larger symmetrica 
shrubs. 
For hedges, probably nothing wil 
give better results than California 
Privet or Arbor Vitae. 
Barberry, Jap^ 
anese Quinces, Sweet Briar and many 
others are frequently used for lower 
and less compact hedges, road bor­ 
ders, etc. 
Where it is 
desired 
to 
conceal 
buildings, nothing is better than lilacs, 
sumach, and some of the dwarf ever­ 
greens. 
In preparing to plant shrubs, dig 
the holes or trenches a foot deepei 
than necessary, and fill in that foot 
with rich earth over six inches ol 
stable manure, leaving the earth rath 
er loose. 
Trim off all broken, rotten, or di6 
eased roots, spread the roots well anc 
set the plant in the hole so that ii 
will be an inch or two deeper than ii 
was before. 
Fill the hole half-wa: 
with fine rich earth, mix in a quarte! 
of a pound of some complete fertilizer. 
soak the earth with water and then 
fill up the rest of the hole. 
Tramp 
the earth down firmly and heap it up 
to take care of settling later on. 
The branches should be trimmed in 
proportion to the root trimming, or

Arches in Small Gardens. 


Ornamental detached arches in flow­ 
er gardens are coming hack and we 
are glad to greet them. 
This cordial 
welcome will not be extended indis­ 
criminately, however, because most of 
the am ateur garden arches one sees 
are as much out of harmony as Lo- 
rado Taft's pet abhorrence—a statue 
of a man in high hat. 
Don’t put an arch in your garden 
or at the entrance to your walk be­ 
cause you like to do carpenter work. 
If you want an arch, study your prob­ 
lem carefully and put it where it will 
do the most good. 
Let it be in keep­ 
ing with the surroundings or it will 
be a detriment rather than an im­ 
provement. 
In many cases the proper place and 
Burrouinlings for an arch already ex­ 
ist, and the question is merely one of 
th e type of arch to build. 
Such a lo­ 
cation would he the entrance to a 
eecluded garden, the end of a walk or 
drive, or even the street entrance. 
The landscape or garden picture is 
th e only kind of a picture that may 
be beautiful from all directions, and 
even these natural scenes must be 
planned from one viewpoint to get the 
m ost satisfactory results. 
In plaining your arch, decide first 
from which direction it will he seen 
m ost frequently. 
If the view' to be 
emphasized is towar 
he house, the 
arch must be of a • ..aracter to har­ 
monize with the nuuse. 
lf the view* 
is from the house, the arch should be 


in keeping with the landscape about 
it and back of it. 
The function of the garden arch is 
to locate and accentuate a gateway, a 
formal entrance to some entirely dif­ 
ferent scenes and surroundings. 
It 
marks a distinct boundary line, hence 
it is entirely misplaced when the sur­ 
roundings on either side of it are sim­ 
ilar in appearance. 
As a street en­ 
trance it will give excellent results, 
but only when there is an adjoining 
barrier, a hedge, a fence, or at least 
a clump of shrubs. 
Do not make the 
mistake of using such an entrance in 
a detached manner, because in that 
case it is a gateway without any pos­ 
sible purpose. 
Use it as an entrance to the wild 
flower garden, from there to the for­ 
mal garden, thence to the vc. etable 
garden, the chicken parks, the tennis 
court, but always from one distinct 
scene to a decide dly different scene. 
Beautiful arches are made of rough 
limbs, of finished timbers, of lattice 
work, of poles or wire. 
Each has its 
individual uses, but all are governed 
by the same principles of artistic good 
taste. 
Iii the majority of cases, prob­ 
ably, the arch should be covered with 
vines, such as ivy. honeysuckle, wood­ 
pile, climbing roses, clematis, trumpet 
creeper, Japanese ivy. etc. 
Most of us have no idea of the limit­ 
less possibilities of making our homes 
attractive by proper use of the sim­ 
pler factors of landscape gardening, 
and in these assets the ornamental 
arch should not be overlooked.
